, But Willy Brandt took the opportuni- 
ty and Herbert Wehner submitted. The 
years, that followed, 1969 to 1972, were 
to be his best as SPD leader in the Bun- 
destag. 

It was a period when he was instru- 
mental in ensuring that a government 
with a.wafer-thin majority passed major 
items of Ostpolitik legislation. 

Chaacellor Brandt was returned to 
power with a triumphant majority in 
1972, but it was not long before he 
began to lose control. ا‎ 

Herbert Wehner's hour ağain came; 
he was largely responsible for ensuring 
that Helmut Schmidt took over is 
Chancellor. It was one of Wehner's last 
major policy decisions, 

But he remuined a linchpin of the So- 
clal and Free. Domocratic - coalition, 
Duc in part to longstanding close perso«- 
ual tles wilh the FDP's Wolfgang 
Mischnick he managed to ensute that 
the SPD and the FDP steered clear of 
many a clash until I980, . . 

From the mid-1970s ho was incroasing- 
ly iroubled by age, sickness and increas» 
ing impatience, There wore growing 
complaints from the SPD parliamentary 
party about Herr Wehner's “reign of 
terror." 

His authoritarian leadorship, aimed 
at nipping all opposition in the bud, 
upset many aA talented youngster who 
had initially felt nothing but admiration 
for the SPD floor leader. 

Then there were an increasing num- 
ber of instances of mismanagement, 
especially as he was very much on his 
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moral right to defend peaçe and basic 
Hiberties against this threat, , :

Te 22 January 1963 treaty between 

Germany and France was one of 
the most hotly debated documents in 
post-war Qerman politics.

One day she escapes from Chinatown, 
seeks refuge with Hammett, then disap- 
pears again. 

In the end everyone is on the lookout 
for Crystal Ling: the police, gangsters, 
industrialists and Hammett, the private 
ceye reactivated, 

Wenders shows us the manhunt with 
reasonable tension. He is more interest- 
ed in the opportunity of recreating pic- 
torial tablegus of a lost Los Angeles 
world in the studio than in telling the 
tale. 

It is a world that néver really existed 
and was always an artefact. The Big 
Sleep was one of the most famous Hol- 
lywood filmsof this kind, .

DER TAGES SPIEGEL 


A remote-controlled capsule, made 
of plastic and about the size of a 

plumstone, transports medication 

through the intestines, releasing it by re- 

mote control where it will do the most 

good, 

Research leading to the development 
ofthe capsule began six years ago at the 
‘Thomae pharmaceutical company in Bi- 
berach. 

' The researchers wanted to establish 
what part of the human intestines is 
most efficlent in absorbing a particular 
type of medicatlon, 


To do this, they needed an instrument 
that would enable them to pinpoint the 
place in the intestines where the medi- 
catlon enters the bloodstream. 


The solution to tho. problem was a 
capsule that would travel through the 
intestines while being monitored on an 
X-ray screen and would release its the- 
rapeutic substance by remote control. 


it took three years and DM 150,000 to 
design the world's first intestinal ‘satel- 
Jite.’ The capsule is 24 mm long, has a 
diameter of 12mm and weighs two 
grams. 


The intestinal satellite has two cham- 
bers, one of them containing up to imi 
of medication whild the second one 
houses tho triggering mechanism, 


The mechanism was developed by an 
electronics engineer at the Battello In=- 
stitute İn Frankfurt who miniaturised to 
the point where İt would flt into the tiny 
chamber, ٍ 

The basic components of the dovice 
are a radio recelver, a heating element, 
û spring, a steel needle and a nylon 
fibre. 


On receiving the signal from the 
transmitter, the heating element is acii- 
vited and .melts the nylons fibre which 
În turh releases the spring that drives 
the steel needle into the chamber con- 
taining the medication, thus releasing it. 
. Blood samples taken from the patient 
provide a clear indication as to whether 
the medication.was absorbed at exactly 
the spot where the capsule was fired,

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Brain signals thus make it possible to 
increase or decrease hormone secre- 
tions, as in the cense of insulin in the 
pancreas. 

But not all regions of the pancreas 
and other organs have a uniform net- 
work of nerves, 

Every sector of an organ has its owt 
characteristic nerve network, as €Xx- 
plained by neurologist W. G. Forss- 
mann, of Heidelberg University, in a 
paper delivered at the Max Planck In- 
stitute of Biochemistry. 

Forssmann has established that adre- 
nergio and cholinergic nerve fibres in 
the various sections of an organ use 
widely differing neuropeptides as mo- 
dulators, 

Neuropeptides (releasing or inhibit- 
ing factors in the brain) thus not only 
serve the central nervous system.as re- 
gulators but also the autonomic nervous 
system. 

Notwithstanding these new insights 
into the autonomic nervous system, me- 
dicine is still far removed from a full 
understanding of the rogulating system 
for the functiohing of organs, 

It will be up to further research to 
clarify whether the vagus nerve, the 
main nerve of the parasympathetic sys- 
tem, controls the heart chambers direct 
1y or whether the heart's own nerve cells 
have a hand in this, 

In any event, immunological tests 
havo now provided answers to some of 
the questions. 

Thus, for instance, bronchial spasms 
or coronary infarctions that are trigger- 
ed neither by adrenerglo, nor by choli- 
nergic impulses can now explained, 

The spasm are due to the interplay 
between the neuropeptide VIP and neu- 
rotensine. While the VIP dilates bran- 
chial and coronary vessels, neuroten- 
sine contracts them, 

These lwo substances could therefore 
be of major theripeutie importance if 
researchers succeeded in reproducing 
them. 

With a VIP preparatlon in his pocket, 
an asthma sufferer ot n person thrcaten- 
ed by n heart attack could avert disaster 
by taking the preparation in good time,

Some areas of the heart consist of up 
to 50 per cent of nerve rather than mus- 
cle fibres. 

Most are a blend of neurons that re- 
spond not only to transmitters but addi- 
tionally also to a variety of neuropep- 
tides, 

In the case of adrenergic nerves, part 
of the sympathetic system, it is adrena- 
lin that acts as a transmitier substance. . 

The parasympathetic system includes 
cholinergic nerves that use the vagus 
substance acetylcholine as a transmitter. 

The presence of several transmitters 
in in û single nerve cell disproves a 50- 
year-old neurological‘ theory, the Dale 
Principle that a single nerve cell uses 
oniy one neurotransmitter, 

Contrary to this obsolete view, nerve 
impulses in the autonomic nervous sys- 
tem are transmitted both adrenergically 
and cholinergically plus peptldergicatly, 
as has now been established, 

The various neuropeptides such as 
angiotensine, encephuline, glucagone, 
neurotensine, sûmitostatine and the va 
soactive intestinal polypeptidc (VIP) act 
simultaneously with the neurotransmit- 
ter acetyicholino or adrenaline, thus 
modulating the sympathetiet or para- 
symputliotic transmission of lmpulses. 

Moreover, the {wo nervous systems 
are linked through a brain’ circuit thut 
combines the central and tho uutonomic 
nervous syslems,

Biophotones can best be described as 
the language of ceils.
